drastic reductions income, caring for the handi- 
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capped child institutions for the deaf, blind, 
feeble-minded. 

“The FERA program,” she states, “has assisted 
keeping families together and decreasing child 
dependency. The lack employment possibilities 
available normal times has prevented desertions. 
the whole, relief the home the best possible 
assistance, and has doubtless curbed many applica- 
tions that would have come the 

the other hand, the great increase number 
workers has stimulated the discovery children 
needing special care, but proper casework services are 
not available and children are often left unfit 
homes placed improper and unsupervised foster 
homes. 

The depression has seriously curtailed the work 
the State Child Welfare Commission through 
drastic reduction appropriations just when the 
need was tremendously augmented. Although the 
Commission has extensive program, the appro- 
priation for its state-wide services was only $4,000 
last year. many the counties studied, county 
child welfare boards with their volunteer workers are 
not active. 

Mothers’ aid allowances, never adequate South 
Dakota, have been reduced the lowest subsistence 
level. Some mothers eligible for such aid are finding 
necessary place their children institutions. 

While four years ago there were children 
poorhouses South Dakota, last year there were 
fifty children poorhouses ten re- 
turn thoroughly discredited system the objection 
which 

Incomes all the organizations have been seri- 
ously reduced. The larger institutions for the care 
dependent white children reported, new problem 
arising out the depression, the necessity provid- 
ing for older children who are unable leave. 

Because the state law regarding incorporation 
permissive instead mandatory only two the six 
children’s homes are incorporated the State 
licensed the State Board Health. There 
state-wide evidence the need for properly super- 
vised foster homes, licensed some state agency. 


Tue death rate the preschool child has risen. 
The physical health the school child has been 
lowered. Malnutrition has increased. Dental caries 
almost the point utter neglect are reported. 
Surgical treatment diseased tonsils and adenoids 
neglected. epidemic measles 1934 left 
trail serious defects. 

While the depression has greatly facilitated the 


discovery crippled children, care commensurate 
with the need not available. Less than one-fourth 
the emergent cases crippled children can secure 
care through state funds. 

The state institution for the feeble-minded over- 
crowded and cannot accept any except social problem 
cases.

children’s agencies and their friends from time 
time express great hesitation turn the children 
their communities need special care over into 
public hands because the fear that sinister political 
influences will brought bear the choice 
staff, the casework decision, and the general 
quality the service. 

That the dangers implied this attitude exist 
cannot denied. some public agencies serving 
children the choice staff shows favoritism and 
disregard the insistence upon professional stand- 
ards. 

Even where civil service systems are vogue, one 
can find instances the possibility selection 
those who have special qualifications for the posi- 
tions, and the tenure these positions being 
secure that stimulus for improvement felt, and 
removal for inefficiency practically impossible. 

But, while some places serious abuses are found 
and children have doubtless suffered because the 
use political methods, the public field has 
monopoly inefficiency. 

Inefficiency public service, moreover, not 
inevitable. Perhaps more prevalent because 
private service has pointed the finger criticism 
scorn, and the general public has considered 
inevitable and has led the public official think 
nothing more was expected him. 

With the great expansion public welfare service 
during the depression, have come realize that 
must citizens face new responsibility. Public 


welfare, the field relief and family welfare, 


insurance, child care, and its many other phases, 
must actually bring welfare its beneficiaries instead 
second-rate third-rate attention.

The achievements the field public education 
and health should hearten gird ourselves for 
this new struggle. 

Less than hundred years ago the American family 
would not send its children public schools unless 
was too poor too ignorant get them into private 
schools. Here and there, where special situations 
now arise, the public school still under fire. But 
almost everywhere the citizens have insisted upon 
such quality educational service the public 
schools that children the well-to-do and the 
poor all there because the service good. 
few places, even, the public school child now points 
the finger scorn the child who “unfor- 
that must the private school. 

The struggle for good quality health service 
perhaps not quite far along but also 
nearly won. 

the field public welfare service families and 
children, all citizens, not merely social workers, 
should insist that its beneficiaries receive the best 
that intelligence and devotion can provide. Public 
education social work comes largely from the day 
day work private welfare services. The citizen- 
constituencies private agencies are therefore the 
most influential groups for good work. The volume 
the private agency may not great that 
the public, but its work efficiently done its influ- 
ence will felt both public and private fields. 
far can see ahead the private agency 
yet the best anchorage for good standards social

But there are the field special care children 
between ten and twenty times many organizations 
are now our membership. The League has 
rendered limited service additional hundreds 
these organizations during the fifteen years its 
field service, but while excellent work done here 
and there organizations not our membership 
the general run those outside could benefit close 
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association with the League. Many them are very 
mediocre their standards, and some, actually 
menace rather than blessing the children their 
care. 

The ideals the League include missionary spirit 
inculcating and demonstrating the value better 
methods wherever the need for them exists. The 
ideals have not yet been realized large measure 
had hoped. 

The League, then, has two tasks perform: First, 
not only that serving its own members that 
they may kept informed the progress the 
whole field child care and may aided achieve 
more fully their own purposes but also, secondly, 
that the level child care throughout the nation 
may raised far outside teacher and friendly 
critic can service. 


accomplish such large results, lack enough 
staff. Miss Elizabeth Clarke left about January 
become director the Children’s Bureau the 
Indianapolis Orphan Asylum, well-earned promo- 
tion.

Des Moines last spring. were asked help 
evaluate the children’s work and suggest improve- 
ments the program. believe have helped 
further establish our member, the Iowa Children’s 
Home Society, the confidence the community 
means this work. 

The close cooperative relations which have been 
existence between the Child Welfare League 
America and the Association Junior Leagues 
America have continued and brought further op- 
portunities for service various communities. 

Shreveport, Louisiana, upon the invitation 
the local Junior League have helped modernize 
children’s institution. The board accepted the 
offer the Junior League finance trained social 
trained social worker that community. 

July the executive director spent week 
Miami, Florida, upon the invitation the Junior 
League Miami and the Florida Children’s Home 
Society, examine the working relations existing 
between these two agencies. 

For Jacksonville, Florida, are now analyzing the 
services Junior League day nursery. The oppor- 
tunity has been presented discussing with the local 
League the pressing needs that community 
properly caring for its children and making recom- 
mendations for modification the Junior League 
program that seems advisable. 

Clearly, the Association Junior Leagues and its 
various members are most influential and effective 
instruments for good child welfare work America. 
This remarkable view the fact that they are 
not organized primarily for child welfare work. 

There are number other cities—such Austin, 
Texas; Oakland and San Francisco California— 
where have done teamwork with this Association. 


even larger opportunities for developmental 
work are offered this time. The passage the 
Social Security legislation offers unique chance 
the Child Welfare League America contribute 
the proper development the services de- 
pendent and other children need special care. 
Public Law No. 271 the 74th Congress provides, 
first all, system federal old-age benefits, and 
plan for the administration unemployment com- 
pensation laws, but also makes more adequate 
provision for dependent and crippled children, ma- 
ternal and child welfare, and for groups not falling 
directly within the scope the League’s interest. 
The program refunds states and counties 
one-third their mothers’ aid expenditures, accord- 
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ance with certain standards required the Social 
Security Board which administers this section, will 
bring stimulus many states for making more 
nearly adequate provision for the care dependent 
children their own homes with their mother 
other near relative. 

only about one-half the counties the United 
States present make any appropriation for such 
purpose even where adequate authority exists for it, 
means these refunds are likely see many 
more children during the next few years have their 
own homes saved for them when misfortune falls 
upon the family, with corresponding relative dimi- 
nution foster care, least for this group. 

The most rural counties have, the whole, had 
the least development mothers’ aid work. But 
since mothers’ aid benefits from federal funds are 
available any given state only when the provisions 
the law are made applicable the whole state, the 
rural child stands benefit particularly. 

The grants states for maternal and child welfare 
are three kinds. They are all administered the 
Children’s Bureau the United States Department 
Labor. 


The sum $3,800,000 authorized for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1936, for maternal and health services—$20,000 
distributed each state, part the balance states propor- 
tion the live births and part the basis need. This appro- 
priation requires matching the states fifty-fifty basis, 
except for such money given the basis need. 


The sum $2,850,000 authorized for services and facilities 
for crippled children for children suffering from conditions 
which lead crippling. The sum $20,000 allotted each 
state, and the balance distributed the states the basis need, 
taking into consideration the number crippled children need 
such services and the cost thereof. The appropriation requires 
matching, and states will obtain fifty per cent their expendi- 
tures. 


The sum $1,500,000 authorized enable the United 
States cooperate with the states establishing, extending and 
strengthening predominantly rural areas, child welfare services 
for the protection and care homeless, dependent and neglected 
children and children danger becoming delinquents. The 
sum $10,000 allotted each state, and the balance propor- 
tion the rural population the several states. This requires 
matching. 


While this last appropriation made for the de- 
velopment and improvement the services, part 
available for child care ordinarily understood 
the limited sense. The care these children remains 
responsibility the states and local communities 
their public and private capacities. spite 


these limitations there genuine hope that the 
rural child, particularly, will longer neglected 
forgotten. 
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But since the care these children, the last 
analysis, falls largely local public and private 
services available, there the greatest challenge not 
only the Children’s Bureau, which will carry the 
greatest responsibility and far render the greatest 
service, but also all agencies which can contribute 
make this project success. The League, because 
its widespread though limited membership, public 
the challenge and play its part. 

The administration unemployment relief has led 
the establishment most every state certain 
local units. most states they bear relationship 
the administration other social services such 
mothers’ aid, care dependent children, probation, 
parole, cetera, but few states the integration 
relief services with these social services has already 
been accomplished, and seems the long run 
this likely happen good many other states, 
especially and when the Federal Government shall 
have withdrawn from the local relief administration. 

The giving mothers’ aid still large measure 
the program the juvenile courts except few 
states. county other local units administra- 
tion social services such are now well established 
Minnesota, North Carolina, Alabama, New York, 
and few other states, and functioning under the 
supervision their respective state departments 
public welfare, could become the general rule instead 
the exception, the rural districts would obtain 
much needed social mechanism for protection and 
preventive care their children. 

Such unit might very well include its program 
the administration mothers’ aid whether the juve- 
nile court plays any part making the grant not. 
could include children’s protective work, children’s 
aid work, probation, parole, and visiting teacher 
service, besides relief and other services families. 

cities and, perhaps, very populous counties, 
private and public agencies may organized and 
maintained side side, but the rural areas all 
our states seems inevitable that the public unit 
must assume responsibility for care when church and 
fraternal agencies which often serve rural districts 
from city locations are not available. 

The lack these public units for rural service 
children has meant lack protection, neglect 
children until conditions became flagrant that 
when they could longer remain hidden the child 
had removed for his own protection. The new 
federal program for child welfare services promises 
change this. But the individual states and 
counties upon which must finally depend for 


permanent protective measures and care when tem- 
porary permanent removal found necessary. 


emphasis that laid upon public service the 
new legislation suggests some that child care 
well relief has ceased private function 
state, county city and that tax funds can 
all. Let not deceive ourselves. With the fullest 
development tax-supported child welfare services 
city, county state, the private agency has 
important play ever, perhaps more 
important one than ever before. may not 
asked care for many children where both public 
and private units exist. will have the functions 
providing supplementary services the public cannot 
render—of public education good methods, be- 
ing good cooperator well friendly critic when 
such necessary —in other words, bulwark for good 
standards when politics danger up- 
setting all reasonable programs for child care. 

The battle for good standards education through 
public schools, and health through public hospitals 
and health departments, has been won many 
not most states. The battle for good public welfare 
standards family and child care has hardly yet 
begun. must won the others have been won 
Shall not League enlist this battle, espe- 
cially affects public child care? 

The challenge the League clear for 
better care for many thousands children either 
new areas where they have just been discovered 
communities well equipped welfare facilities. 
both groups private national agency can bring help 
supplement the great work which the Children’s 
Bureau has been called.

definite trends the effect the depression 
upon the extent delinquency are evidenced this 
study. approximately half the counties studied 
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the delinquent child younger since the depression. 
Among offenses juvenile delinquents, there has 
been increase stealing, while immorality and 
truancy have seemingly not been materially affected. 

Successful parole from the State Training School 
has become more difficult because inability 
obtain employment. Supervision children 


limited any time, sorely needed now. 


Adequate adjustments are not made the home 
the community before the child paroled.
